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M group started off in the barn, and our job 
was to move bales of hay from one end of the 
building to the other.

As we were leaving +o move on to the next station, 


Mr. Nuzzis group came into the barn. He told his 
team their job was to move the hay bales to the 
other side, which was where they were to BEGIN 
with.
